Balloting Light i in Forenoon 
—Election Is Orderly and 


No Complaints of Irregu- 
larities Had Been Made Up 


to Noon. 


A light vote was cast in the forenoon 
today in the Parkway election. Elec- 
tion Commissioners Wright, Drabelle 
and May, upon reports received at their 
office in the city hall, estimated that 
the total vote would be from 66,000 to 
75,000, 

The vote appeared to be much heavier 
in the West End wards than in the 
North and South St. Louis and river 
wards. From reports received at the 
Election Commissioners’ office, the vote 
west of Grand avenue seemed to be al- 
most unanimous for the Parkway. East 
of Grand avenue, and in some of the 
South St. Louis wards, the reports in- 
dicated that a majority vote was being 
cast against the Parkway. 

Commissioner Wright visited severa) 
polling places during the morning. At 
818 North Euclid avenue—seventh pre- 
cinct of the Twenty-fifth Ward—he 
found that 102 votes had been cast at 7 
a. m., and that nearly all were for the 
Parkway. At 3111 North Grand avenue-- 
third precinct of the Twenty-first Ward 
votes were cast by 9 a. m., nearly

1040 WOMEN TO COOK WANTED 


Kansas Farmers Also Said to 
35,000 Men for Harvest. 
TOPEKA, Kan., June 8.—Kansas needs 
10% women to cook for the harvest 
hands, according to a bulletin just is- 
sued by Paul McBridey State Commis- 
sioner of Labor. The reports from cor- 
respondents of the State free employ- 
ment bureaus show, in addition to the 
35,000 men needed, that there is a call 
for 1040 cooks and for 3600 men witb 
teams. 

The cooks will draw from $1.59 to $2.50 
a day. Men with teams will command 
from $4 to % a day. The ordinary har- 
vest hand's wages will be 52.50 a day, 
according to reports. Harvest is ex- 
pected to begin in the State about June 
20.

SILENT AS TO ITS TERMS 


Exeutive, Prior: to Session, De- 
nies Anyone Had Caused 
Reply to Be Held Up. 


ASHINGTON, June 8.—After two 
hours’ discussion of the note to Ger- 
many at the Cabinet meeting today, 
Secretary Tumulty, at the direction 
of President Wilson, made this an- 
nouncement: 

“The note was gone over and dis- 
cussed and put in final form. It prob- 
ably will go forward to Berlin to- 
morrow.” 

The Cabinet members 
fused to discuss it. 

lt was learned definitely that only a 
few slight changes in phraseology were 
made at the Cabinet meeting. The note 
was taken up in the form in which it 
came after Secretary Bryan had spent 
several hours on it after his conference 
vesterday with the President. Cabinet 
members said that while possibly a few 
words might be changed, it would go 
forward to Berlin in practically the 
form agreed upon today. 

Prior to the meeting, the Pres- 
ident explained that there haa 
been no delay of any kind in the prep- 
aration of the note, that he had brought 
only a rough draft of it to the Cabinet 
meeting Friday and that there had been 
all sorts of suggestions since the Cabi- 
net last met. The general character of 
the document, however, he said, had not 
been modified and he believed it had the 
approval of the entire Cabinet. No one 
bas held up the note, the President em- 
phasized. 

The President today gave no inkling 
of its contents, believing that forecasts 
might set up a misconception abroad. of 
the Afiferican position. The arrival of 
the note from Germany offering to pay 
for the attack on the Gulflight and ask- 
ing for further information concerning 
the dropping of bombs on the Cushing 
was referred to by the President as not 
unsatisfactory. 

Those two cases, however, do not af- 
fect the main principle for which the 
United States is contending—-that Amer- 
icans in unarmed merchant ships of ev- 
ery nationality shall be transferred to 
a place of safety before any prize is de- 
stroyed. 

Mentiona Mediation Emissary. 

The President said he had learned, 
only through the newspapers, of the 
mission of Van Ghell Geldemeester, who 
arrived here in the interest of neutral 
mediation in the European war. The 
President added, however, individual of- 
ficials might have information concern- 
ing Geldemeester’s trip here.

QUININE’ SAMPLES 
SENT IN THE MALL 


Investigation Continues Follow- 
ing the Mysterious Death of 
Indiana Coroner. 


INQUIRY IN MANY DEATHS 


If It Is Found That Official 
Killed Self, Prosecutor May 
Have Several Bodies Exhumed.

SPENCER, Ind., June 
cases the State Board of Health, 
through Dr. D. N. Hurty, has reported 
to the Deputy County Prosecutor that 
strychnine has been found in sample 
bottles of quinine sent to residents 
of this county. The first report by 
Dr. Hurty was made to County Re- 
corder Charles Surber on June 2. On 
the evening of that day Coroner F. 
Edward Drescher was found dead in 
his residence on Hillside avenue 
here. The verdict in the Coroner's 
death ig expected tonight, upon re- 
ceipt of a report by Dr. Charles 
Noble as to whether or not Drescher 
took poison. 

If it is found that he killed him- 
self, the Prosecutor told a Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent today, that he 
probably would have exhumed the 
bodies of seven persons who have 
died suddenly here and_in the county 
to determine if they were poisoned. 
Three postoffice inspectors, headed 
by Inspector Thiele, have left, here 
for Indianapolis, from which place 
the poison packages were mailed. 

Cause of Suspicion. 

Three sets of poison packages are 
known to have beefi mailed from Indian- 
apolis, the first Oct. 23, 1914, the second, 
April 20, 1915, and the third, May 17, 1915. 
On the first and third occasions, the 
prosecutor said that Drescher was 
known to have been in Indianapolis 
When the second set of poison packages 
was mailed Drescher was in Spencer. 
The prosecutor said that this fact indi- 
cated that, if Drescher, as he believed 
the evidence showed, was responsible for 
the packages, he must have had an ac- 
complice. 

The prosecutor said he would not ask 
for any warrant, however, until he was 
able to sift the evidence given at the 
Drescher inquest more thoroughly. Sus- 
picion that Drescher, wno was an un- 
dertaker, may have been the poison 
sender, has been aroused in official cir- 
cles by the fact that he often acted as 
the undertaker in case of sudden deaths. 


Drescher Conducted Funerais, 
The deaths into which inquiry will be 


made are as follows: 

Maud Clark, a maid in Drescher's 
home, who died suddenly four vears 
ago. Drescher was alone in the house 
with her and induced Dr. R. H. Rich- 
ards of Patricksburg, who was 
Coroner, not to hold an inquest. 
Richards was one of those who 
received a poison package. 

Mrs. Henry Baldon, who died 
denly two years ago. Drescher took J. 
P. Archer, a veterinary surgeon, to per- 
form an autopsy and gave a verdict of 
heart failure and conducted the funeral. 

Alice McHenry died suddenly after 
supper one year ago. Drescher gave a 
verdict of cerebral hemorrhage and con- 
ducted the funeral. 

Frank Mason died suddenly two years 
ago. Drescher gave a verdict of heart 
failure and conducted the funeral. 

J. H. Johnson died suddenly at Gos- 
port one year ago. Drescher gave a 
verdict of heart failure and conducted 
the funeral.

A buyer for a department store who 
accepts gifts at Christmas time from 
persons connected with a firm he makes 
purchases of is not disloyal to his em- 
ployers any more than soldiers in the 
trenches who accept gifts from soldiers 
in the enem? 
are disloyal to their country, 
to a decision of the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals today in the case of Ernest 
H. Wade agaihst the William Barr Dry 
Goods Co. 

Wade obtained a judgment in the 
Circuit Court against the Barr company 
tor $3606.39 for breach of. contract. He 
had been a buyer for the firm since 
i'08 and was discharged July 11, 1908, 
while he had a contract with the firm 
calling for the payment of $5000 salary 
the year. 

One of tne defenses was that Wade 
had. accepted presents from persons con- 
nected with Hamburger & Co., New 
York, from which firm Wade made pur- 
chases of $50,000 to $60,000 a vear. Wade 
udimitted that he had accepted boxes of 
cigars and jewelry for himself and his 
wife. 

Judge Reynolds, in the opinion, wrote: 
“Gifts at Yuletide, when all the world 
is full of charity and good will, when, 
as we are told, even the soldiers in op-

Seven of the 13 Judges at a general. 
ineeting yesterday voted in favor of the 
change and six voted against it. As a 
majority of all 14 of the Judges of the 
circuit is required, Judge Hennings, who 
presided over the meeting, set Saturday 
for another vote. At that time Judge 
Taylor, the only ene not at yesterday's 
meeting, is expected to be present. It is 
believed he will vote for the change, 
giving it the legal majority to become 
effective. 

The most vital thing in the proposed 
plan is a provision for what is to be 
known as the assignment division.“ The 
Judge of that court is to decide all pre- 
liminary motions and pleadings after 
which the cases are to be sent to the 
other divisions for hearings at fixed 
times, 

It is also proposed to designate two 
divisions exclusively for equity cases, 
such as divorces, maintenance suits and 
other actions which are tried without a 
jury. 

The new code was drafted by a com- 
mittee composed of Judges Shields, 
Grimm and Jones, who followed closely, 
recommendations made by the St. Louis 
Bar Association.

Warneford, the young Canadian sub- 
Lieutenant in the Royal Navy, who 
yeserday in an aeroplane attacked 
and wrecked a Zeppelin dirigible 
over Belgium, was today given the 
Victoria Cross. 

Warneford's exploit marks the first 
time a Zeopelin has been brought to 
earth by a monoplane. The Canadian 
aviator sighted the German airship 
over Belgium and at once mounted to 
attack it. By a brilliant flight he 
gained a position above it and 
dropped incendiary bombs. His aim 
was good and the Zeppelin crashed 
to the ground and burned up. The 
members of her crew, 28 men, were 
killed. 

King George has sent the following 
telegram to Lieut. Warneford: 

J most heartily congratulate you 
upon your splendid achievement yes- 
terday in which you, single-handed, 
destroyes an enemy Zeppelin. I have 
much pleasure in conferring upon 
you the Victoria Cross for this gal- 
lant act, GEORGE R. I.” 

Harrasxed Zeppelin With Rifle. 

The Daily Telegraph's Rotterdam cor- 
respondent gives the following addition- 
a: details of the air battle: 
“Sub-Lieutenant Warneford was as- 
sisted in his attack on the Zeppelin by a 
French aeroplane. The aeroplanes pur- 
sued the Zeppelin a long distance, haras- 
sing it with a rifle, while the German 
craft replied with rifles and machine 
guns.

Although the target the Zep- 
pelin presents is extensive, it can be 
lifted by its own buoyancy to a great 
height while the pursuing aeroplane has 
to rise in spirals by the power ot its 
engine alone. 

After the Lieutenant had reached 
the, altitude he desired, there fol- 
liewed the maneuver for position, and 
finally the dropping of bombs, from 
which the dirigible tried vainly to 
escape.

HELP PROFESSORS

Bequest for W. U. Educaters Re- 
veals Practice of Aiding Men 
of High Attainments. 


Inquiry as to the reasons for an 
unusual provision in George D. Barn- 
ard’s will, in which he set aside a 
fund of $1000 a year ‘to -furnish 
Washington University professors 
with themberships in the St. Louis 
Club or the Round Table Club, today 
disclose that for many years Barnard 
had been paying initiation fees and 
club dues for men of intellectual at- 
tainments who could not afford to pay 
for such privileges. 

A lifelong friend of Barnard, who 
asked that his name not be divulged, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
Barnard frequently deplored the fact 
that men who had devoted themselves 
to the cultivation of their mental fac- 
ulties reaped so small a material re- 
ward. He delighted in ailing men of 
this class. 

The identity of the recipients of Bar- 
nard’s bounty was never made known. 
Even the clubs in which they obtaine ! 
membership were not taken into the se- 


cret of the kindly man who furnished }

Table Club is limited to 75 and the 
roll is now filled.

Moore, director of the Missouri Bo- 
tanical Gardens, is president of this 
club. Most of the members are pro- 
fessional men but several bankers 
and business men belong to the club. 
It entertains distinguished out-of- 
town guests and has regular meetings 
at which scientific and philosophical 
subjects are discussed. 

No member of the Washington Uni- 
versity staff is now a member of the 
St. Louis Club, which is more social in 
character than the Round Table Club. 

If no claims are made to the bequest 
set aside for Washington University pro- 
fessors, the fund will remain as a part 
of the trust estate, the bulk of which 
ultimately will go to the Barnard Fre2 
Skin and Cancer Hospital.

Elimination of the grade crossing at 
Chouteau avenue and the Missouri Pa- 
cific and Frisco Railroad tracks, by the 
construction of an 80-foot wide viaduct 
at a cost of $280,000 to the railroads, 


Was agreed to by the railroads, it 


Was announced yesterday by President 


Kinsey of the Board of Public Service. 
The city agreed in return not to re- 
quire the elimination of five crossings 
on the Oak Hill branch of the Missouri 
Pacific, for two years. The Oak Hill 
crossings had been ordered separated 
by the State Public Service Commission 
at the complaint of the city. 
Separation of the grades at Chouteau 
avenue was provided in an ordinance 
enacted in 1911, but the railroads have 
fought the case to the United States 
Supreme Court, alleging that the rail- 
roads were in existence before Chouteau 
avenue. It would be two or three years 
before a decision could be expected from 
the Supreme Court, in the opinion of 
city officials, and an offer to compro- 
mise was accepted by the city. 
, The railroads agree to pay $280,000 into 
the city treasury and permit the city to 
Supervise the construction of the via- 
duct, which will extend from Vande- 
venter avenue on the west, to Tiffany 
avenue on the east, a distance of -1860 
feet. It will occupy the entire width 
of the street, 80 feet, and is so designed 
that the Independent Packing Co. and 
other industries abutting, may handle 
traffic onto the viaduct from second- 
story levels. 0 
The United Railways Co., so far, has 
declined to pay a proportion of the cost 
of construction as requested by the 
city. It offers to make the change in 
iis car tracks at its own expense, but 
declines.to pay any part of the viaduct 
construction. The point will be sub- 
mitted to,the State Public Service 
Commission at Jefferson City next week, 
when the railroad agreement is sub- 
mitted for ratification.

Isaac H. Lionberger, leader in the 
fight against the Parkway, admitted to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, this affernoon, 
that the statements published over his 
signature in the St. Louis Star today 
Were erroneous. 

In his letter to tee Star, Lionberger 
charged that in a recent issue of an 
evening paper publicity was given to a 
falsehood which merits contradiction be- 
cause it is significant of the sort of 
campaign that is being carried on by 
the Parkway advocates.”’ 

The evening paper referred to by Lion- 
berger was the Post-Dispatch. The 
Statement which he characterized as 
false referred to an offer of $225 a front 
foot for property at 3201-03 Pine street, 
Owned by H. W. Beck. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter laid 
the facts before Lionberger today he 
readily admitted that the Post-Dis- 
patch’s statement was true and that his 
Own statement was false. 

Offer Was Surprise. 

The Citizens’ Parkway Committee re- 
ceived a letter from Beck May 20, in 
which he stated that he was surprised 
to receive an offer of $225 a foot for his 
property, as this price was much higher 
than he had expected. He attributed 
the offer to the Parkway agitation. At 
the same time the Parkway Committee 
received a letter from James L. Barn- 
grove, a real estate dealer, stating that 
property at 3200-02 Pine street, directly 
across the street from Beck's propérty, 
scold for $98 a foot before the Parkway 
agitation began. 

Lionberger declared in his letter that 
the Beck property would be in the 
condemned strip of land, and that the 
opposite corner would fade the Park- 
way.

CHICAGO, June 8.—Republicans elected 
four of the five Judges of the Illinois 
Supreme Court in yesterday’s judicial 
election, thereby regaining control of 
that body. 

For many years the Republicans had a 
majority of the court, but the appoint- 
ment last February of Albert Watson, 
Ivemocrat, by Gov. Dunné, to fill a va- 
cancy caused by the death of Alonzo K. 
Republican, in the First Dis- 


trict, gave control to the Democrats. 
The new court will be made up of four 

Republicans and three Democrats as 

follows: 

First District-Warren W. Duncan, Re- 

publican. 

Second Willam M. Farmer, Democrat. 
Third—- Frank K. Dunne, Republican. 
Fourth—George A. Cooke, Democrat. 
Fifth, Charles C. Craig; Democrat. . 
Sixth—James H. Cartwright, Repub- 

Aican. 

Seventh—Orrin N. Carter, Republican. 
Justices Cooke and Craig are hold- 
overs. 
Party Lines Subordinated. 


Complete returns from Cook Coun- 
ty gave the Republicans 14 of the 20 
men chosen for the Circuit Court and 
both places on the Superior Court 
bench. Partisan politics, however, 
were subordinated during the cam- 
paign to the issue of returning the 
sitting Judges who were candidates 
for re-election, and of these only one, 
a Democrat, failed to receive suffi- 
cient votes. Women had no voice in 
the selection of Judges. 

Charles M. Thomson, Progressive can- 
didate for nomination for Mayor at the 
last primaries was among the victors on 
the Republican ticket for Circuit Judge, 
receiving the support of both Repub- 
licans and Progressive voters. 

Orrin N. Carter, Republican Supreme 
Court Judge, was re-elected without 
Democratic opposition. Judge Theodore 
Erentano easily defeated his Socialist 
opponent for the Superior Court bench. 
The First District has always been 
considered Republican territory, and 
Justice Watson's defeat was not unex- 
pected. 

In the Second District, William F. 
Bundy, Republican, made a spirited fight 
against Justice Farmer, but appeared to 
be defeated by 2000 to 3000 votes. Bundy 
made his campaign on Justice Farmer's 
Bible in the schools decision.

WOMAN OF $2000 


Deposition Taken in Prison Filed 
Here.in Suit to Recover 
Money. 


| 


A. H. Frederick, in a deposition taken 
at the Jefferson City peaitentiary and 
filed in the St. Louis Circuit Court yes- 
terday afternoon, for the first time laid 
bare the methods he wsed in perpetrat- 
ing the real estate deed forgeries whicr 
led to his being sent to prison for 10 
years after he had been elected Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen. 

The suit in connection with which he 
wave the deposition is that 6f Miss Ann 
D Polanek of 51024 Garfield avenue, a 
stenographer, who is suing Frederick 
and the National Surety Co. which was 
on Frederick’s bond as a notary pub- 
lic. The bond was for 35000. She sues 
to recover $2000 which she lost through 
the purchase from Frederick of a fraud- 
ulent deed purporting to covér property 
at 3702 Cook avenue. 

Frederick Admits Forgery. 

Frederick, in his deposition, admitted 
that he forged the name of Ester Ellis 
to the deed and the accompanying note 
for $2200, payable to W. E. Dearth, a 
clerk in Frederick’s offic2. He also ad- 
mitted forging Ester Ellis’ name to four 
it.terest notes of $60 each. 

Frederick was questioned in the War- 
den’s office at the penitentiary by At- 
terney Kambert E. Walther. Henry 
Nort john, Frederick's attorney, and W. 
11. Mayne, counsel for the National 
Surety Co., also were present. 

After preliminary questioning, Wal- 
ther showed Frederick the deed of trust, 
and said: 

“Mr. Frederick, did Ester Ellis ap- 
pear before you on the 12th day of No- 
vember, 1910, and acknowledge that she 
had executed this instrument as her 
act and deed?’ 

No, sir, ’ replied Frederick. 

“Did Ester Ellis sign this instrument 
in your presence?’ 

“No, af.” = 

After Frederick admitted that Ester 
Ellis did not sign the deed on any other 
day than the one mentioned, he was 
asked: 

“Did Ester Ellis on the 12th day of 
November, 1910, declare hergelf to you *o 
be single and unmarried?”’ 

No, sir,“ he replied. 


Admits Forging Notes. 
“IT will ask you, Mr. Frederick, who 


wrote the name Ester Ellis to this in- 
strument. 

“I signed that.“ 

Had you. any authority from Ester 
Ellis to sign her name?“ 

“No, Sir.“ 

Walther then showed Frederick eacn 
of the notes in turn. Frederick admit- 
ted signing the name of Ester Ellis to 
all of them. : 

The notes were payable to Dearth, 
whose signature indorsed on them was 
pronounced genuine by Frederick. 

Frederick then was questioned as to 
his dealings with Miss Polanek. Walther 
said: 

Did you sell the principal note for 
$2200 that you have identified, and which 
has indorsed upon if» a payment of 
$200, and the deed of trust which you 
have identified, to Miss Polanek?’’ 

es, sir,“ replied Frederick. He said 
he could not remember the exact or 
approximate date of the sale. He paid 
the interest notes. 

When the. principal note matured, 
what arrangement, if any, did you make 
for the extension or renewal of it?“ 

“The renewal stamp was put on there.“ 

“The rubber stamp memorandum of an 
extension for three years—was that put 
on by you?”

Executed Interest Notes. 

“At that time did you execute the 
series of semi-annual interst notes for 
$60 each, four of which you have 
identified?” 

“I think 80.“ 

“Did you at any time inform Miss 
Polanek that the signature to the 
purported deed of trust and to these 
notes Was not the signature of Ester 
Ellis?” 

“No, sir.” * 

Walther then showed Frederick a 
fire and a tornado insurance policy 
which he had given to Miss Polanek 
with the deed. Frederick denied that 
he issued these policies as agent for 
the American Central Insurance Co., 
but admitted that he obtained them 
from the. company and sent them to 
Miss Polanek. He could not remem. 
ber whether he sent them by mall. 

Returning to the forged notes Wal- 
ther said: 

“Mr. Frederick, I will call your ‘at- 
tention to the note marked exhibit 
B. and I will ask you in whose hand- 
writing is the notation on the back, 
3200 paid on the withfn note 

“That is my handwriting,” replied 
Frederick.

People Have God-Given Right 
to Their Product, Says Presi- 
dent of Wholesalers. 


CINCINNATI, June 8—‘“The solution 
of what is commonly called the liquor 
question depends upon what we consider 
the problem to be,“ said Samuel Wool- 
ner Jr. of Peoria, III., president of the 
National Wholesale Liquor Dealers’ As- 
sociation, as the opéning session today 
of that organization. 

The prohibitionists,“ continued Wool- 
ner, would have us believe the abolish- 
ment of the legitimate manufacture and 
sale of liquor would remove entirely the 
demand, and stop drinking absolutely: 
that the nation would be much better 
off and that the individual living in this 
padded and perfumed atmosphere would 
be happy and contented, more efficient 
and of more use to the community, long- 
er lived, stronger minded; that it would 
minimize murder and crime of all sorts 
remove the cause of poverty and ill 
health and do away with almshouses, 
jails and insane asylums and asylums 
for the feeble-minded. 

“The persons engaged in the liquor 
business contend that they are simply 
supplying a want and a need. The de- 
mand is here or otherwise there would 
be no supply. We believe the people 
have an inalienable and inborn and God- 
given right to their product; that rt re- 
lieves more misery than it causes; that 
it produces more joy than sorrow; that 
it adds to the efficiency instead of tak- 
ing away from it, that it is a tonic for 
the body, produting stronger and health- 
ier minds, which is a greater preventive 
of crimie of all kinds, and causes a lesser 
demand for institutions such as jails and 
hospitals for the insane, feeble-minded, 
etc., than would be required under pro- 
hibition or total abstinence.” 

After reading the annual report of WII 
liam H. Osborn, United States Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, in which il- 
licit distilling in the last fiscal year was 
said to have increased slightly over the 
preceding year, Woolner said: 

“It can readily be seen from the Com- 
missioner’s report that prohibition 
neither prohibits nor lessens the de- 
mand, merely changing from the legiti- 
mate manufacturing and distribution to 
illegitimate. 

“Let us have local self-government 80 
that every individual shall be left free 
to eat or drink what he chooses until he 
has proven himself incompetent to exer- 
cise this freedom without jeopardizing 


the life, property and liberty of his fel- 
low-men.“

NATIONAL CONVENTIONS OF 1916. 

One year from now the delegates to the na- 
tional political conventions will be preparing to 
assemble and select the nominees for President. 
The location of these conventions will be fixed 
at meetings of the Democratic and Republican 
national committees that will be held, if the 
precedents of former years are followed, about 
the beginning of the new year. 

A little less than seven months remain, ac- 
cordingly, for the campaign that will result in 
the designation of the convention cities. The St. 
Louls movement looking to the selection of this 
city as the seat of both conventions has been 
initiated none too early. 

President Hidden of the Business Men's League 
showed an accurate perception of the argument 
that carries most weight with national commit- 
teemen when he spoke of the necessity for pro- 
viding a generous guarantee fund. With a late 
start and a $75,000 guarantee fund St. Louis in 
1912 found no effective way of counteracting the 
decided partiality for Baltimore which started 
betimes and emplayed the leverage of a $100,000 
certified check. Chicago with less facility of ac- 
cess from the entire country and other points of 
inferiority has several times won over St. Louis 
in these contests by obtaining early pledges from 
committeemen and assuming full responsibility 
for convention expenses. 

The Democratic Cleveland convention of 1888, 
the Republican McKinley convention of 1896 and 
the Democratic Parker convention of 1904 were 
held in this city. That the usual eight-year in, 
terva} between national conventions has been 
exceeded affords all the more hope of securing 
at least one of the 1916 President-making bodies. 

The city was never better equipped for enter- 
talning convention guests. There are many new 
evidences of municipal progress which we are 
desirous of exhibiting to these representatives of 
the entire nation. 


NOT A MONOPOLY. 

One watching the course of recent German 
diplomacy may be pardoned for suspecting that 
the English have no monopoly of the custom of 
“muddling through sonfehow.” Maybe after all 
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it’s a human trait, shared in degree by all of us. 
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‘‘SEVEN SISTERS’’ AND AMALGAMATED. 

The two-thirds vote of the stockholders for a 
voluntary unscrambling of the Amalgamated 
Copper Mining Co. removes from the market list 
one of the most notorious of speculative securi- 
ties. 

The company was formed in April, 1899, by the 
merger of the Anaconda, the Parrot and the Wa- 
shoe copper mining companies and the Colorado 
Smelting and Mining Co. These and other com- 
panies merged later had a total capital of about 
$50,000,000, which was expanded in the capitaliza- 
tion of Amalgamated to a little more than $150,- 
000,000. ‘ 

It became the popular vehicle of that oa: 
spread gambling in coppers that began in the 
closing years of the old century and continued 
in the early years of the new century. With the 
addition of the Boston and Montana and the 
Butte and Boston to the Amalgamated subsidi- 
aries early in 1901, the speculation reached fren- 
zied proportions. The Amalgamated quotation 
at one time went to the vicinity of $125. For- 
tunes were made by many, but retained by few. 

This was a market riggers’ price, whose ma- 
nipulation was credited largely to the City Na- 
tional Bank of New York and furnished material 
and perhaps incentive for a part of Thomas W. 
Lawson’s “Frenzied Finance’ exposures. It 
dropped rapidly to $90 and below, many being 
ruined and more crippled. 

Amalgamated is associated with some of the 
worst evils of the stock market. With all its 
fluctuations, its dividend never exceeded 61-2 
per cent and much of the time reached only 4 per 
cent. Its dissolution is attributed to the “irk- 
some” effect of the amended laws of New Jersey, 
in which State it was incorporated. The “Seven 
Sisters” anti-trust enactments, passed while 
President Wilson was Governor of New Jersey 
are evidently having a most wholesome influ- 
ence.

mond, Mo. In Richmond, Mo., he found a lot of rich 


people dodging taxes, and had them indicted. The 
assessed valuation out there at once rose 15 per cent. 
Now the Judge has an idea that the same thing can 
be done anywhere. It can’t. It seems strange, but 
itis so. You can’t see people's wealth in a city like 
you can in the country. They can hide it and bury 
it in fifty ways, and they are so persistent about it 
that the assessors finally give it up. The city doesn’t 
really have to have the money.

things up, and that lets the rich out pretty well. If 
they had to pay taxes on everything they own, they 
would do what Mr. Rockefeller threatened to do in 
Cleveland—they would get out.

He might just as well have mentioned the names of 
fifteen or twenty prominent people. Just on the eve 
of the Parkway vote, too!!
